I do not know what they may perſuade others 
to, but for my own; part I mult confeſs, I cannot 
tell how, ſo far to give up my reaſon, as to adhere 
to bare unſupported affertions, before plain and 
_ poſitive facts; for unleſs they can make it appear 
that there is many weighty expences belonging 
-toſuch works, that I have not ſo much as touched 
upon, their. profits muſt then undoubtedly be very 
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exorbitant and exceſſive, &c, &c, 


I was farther told at the ſame time and place, 
and by the ſame gentleman too, . that they were 
many thouſands in debt (he mentioning the par- 
ticular ſum) which muſt appear at firſt fight, ra- 
ther worſe than not having divided a halfpenny in 
the time above mentioned; as it muſt ſeem by this 
that they had not only gained nothing at all, but 
on the other hand that they had loſt a a great deal. 
But theſe gentlemen were rather unfortuñate in this 
reſpect being as I humbly conceive not much 
unlike the elders who accuſed Suſannah with adul- 
tery, who when they themſelves were ſtrictly and 
ſeparately examined by Daniel, reſpecting the 
fact they differed in a very material point as ſuch 
were themſelves refuted, Eyen ſo, this gentleman 
exceed by ſeveral thouſands what I had the ſame 
day been informed by their ſecretary thatthey were 
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in debt,” 'then how ſhall we give credit to what 
they ſay in ſuch caſes, after having detected them 
in fach material error, and it may rather ſeem 
chat the fault muſt reſt with them as it muſt 
otherwiſe appear. very odd, that their principal 
clerk, when he informed me, that they were in 
debt, that he ſhould eſtimate that debt at ſeveral 
thouſands leſs than what it really was; as I ſhould

How- 
ever be it more or leſs they, ſeem determined to 
make their tenants pay it off for them in a ſhort 


time for having compaſſed this buſineſs, they ad- 


vance their cuſtomers at pleaſure, and if any of 
them dare to complain what is the conſequence, 
why we will cut your water off, and you may 
help yourſelves how you can, or rather as they 
told me that it would coſt me a great deal more 
to lay it on again by which they ſeem to reſt 
aſſured that we muſt at all events, ſtoop to them 
and lay it on again as knowing we cannot hve 
without water, and therefore undoubtedly they 
do this by way cf puniſhment, as above obſerved 
to ſuch as dare to complain, and at the ſame __ 
„ ere a wit 
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with a view to deter others from following their 
example; thus they enforce ſubmiſſion to whatever 
they think well to ps But in future let none 
regard their high looks 

but rather be determined to humble their pride, 
and the buſineſs is more than half done. 


if on the other hand we tacitly and tamely 
- fubmit to ſuch avaricious deſpots as theſe, it is 
hard to judge or ſay to what lengths their inſatiable 


deſires of mammon vill lead them thus this great 


evil will undoubtedly become a growing one 
and Engliſhmen by ſo doing may ſoon become 
ſome of the moſt abject deſpicable ſlaves of any 
in the univerſe, as ſeveral times intimated before. 


Having if 1 miſtake not, laid down all or.moft 


of the principal expences attending Water Works, 


have little more to do than again to endeavour to 
perſuade my fellow ſufferers well and truly to ex- 


amine into the ſame, and if this proves a juſt re - 


preſentation of the caſe, conſequently we are 
much over rated as ſuch, muſt again attempt to 

prevail upon them if poſſible, not to remain ina&t- 
ive but jointly for us to take ſome effectual method

Not that IJ have conſidered every minute par-

quently found it ſo hard as ſcarcely to be able to

the date of the firſt letter, and finding them re- 
fractory, and rather than to have had any more 
trouble with them, I offered to have paid them 
I 5s. per year, and tendered them down the money 
to have paid the half-year ther due: well, and 
what then could they with any degree of pro- 
priety, or reaſon, refuſe this offer, ſurely not; 
nevertheleſs. they did refuſe it with a witneſs, 
telling me that they would not abate me a half. 
penny; threatening me at the ſame time with cut- 
ting my water off, &c. &c. What could be the 
* cauſe of ſuch refuſal or ſuch treatment, if it was 
not owing to their poſſeſſing in a high degree as 
above-mentioned, the qualities of that venerable 
animal. Again in my ſecond letter, I not only 
proved to them the exorbitance of their charge, 
but I reaſoned and remonſtrated with them, and 
I may farther ſay, I cautioned them and warned 
them of the conſequences likely to enſue; but I 
might juſt as well have beſtowed the ſame labour 
on ſo many of the above four-footed brutes ; it 
did not ſuit with their diſpoſition, to liſten to the 
voice of reaſon, equity or juſtice, which you may 
read at large page 57. 7 5 

If they would give and take, very well, but that 
they will not do, they will advance I underſtand 
very conſiderably, viz. to double or treble, or 
many times as much as that, in ſome caſes, where 
they meet with perſons, that occupy any trade, or 
trades, which require a quantity more water than 
what people uſe in general; or if any one keep a 
Horſe or two, they will whip them up, very hand -

And I humbly hope that I have before this faid 
enough, not only to convince you, and every one 
of you, that are not prejudiced againſt the matter, 
that I have not only proved beyond the poſſibility. 
of a doubt, that we are in general charged at very, 
high and exceſſive rates, by the different Water 
Companies, for that neceſſary and uſeful article, 
but have at the ſame time made it to appear that 
their mode of enforcing ſubmiſſion to their un- 
reaſonable demands, at leaſt in the Eaſt part of 
the town, is a matter in ĩtſelf too humiliating and 
grating, for one ſubject, to put up with from an- 
other, viz. from his fellow ſubjects, perſons not a 
whit better than ourſelves in any reſpect, unleſs it 
be in this one thing, (which may perhaps be prin- 
cipally owing to their extortion) viz. that they 
have amaſſed up greater abundance of this world's 
goods, than what the far greater part of mankind 
have done. This I know from well earned ex- 
perience that the Shadwell Water Company act 
upon the moſt arbitrary principles, as any perſons 
poſſibly can do, excepting only with re 1 —

life and death; or in other words as far as their 
power will admit. But whether the other Com.
